REVEREND FRASER 
RECALLS THE GOOD 
OLD COLLEGE DAYS 



Speaker at Joint Meeting of 
the Professors and Students 
of Theology 



DEI\IIOCRACY PRAISED 



^T A joint meeting of the 

professors and students in 
theology in the Presbyterian 
College, Thursday '. morning. 
Rev. D. J. Fraser, M.A., D.D., 
LL.D., recalled his entrance to 
McGill fifty years ago. 

A half-century has passed 
since Dr. Fraser was a freshman 
in the halls of the university. 
Conditions have changed great- 
ly since he commenced his 
scholastic career at our alma 
mater. In those days, according 
to Dr. Fraser, the welcome ex- 
tended to freshmen took the 
' form of a "rough-house" initia- 
tion which consisted largely of 
scrimmages between upper- 
classmen' and the young hope- 
fuls in the corridors of the 
buildings. Women were just 
beginning to break into the 
university's sacred halls, co- 
education being allowed only in 
the courses leading to an 
honours' degree, and of course 
an extra smoking room was not 
necessary. Dr. Fraser avoided 
violence by entering the uni- 
versity in the sophomore year, 
taking a course in honours 
philosophy. He graduated in 
1890 with such well-known 
McGill graduates as Dr. Maude 
Abbott, Dr. Carrie Derrick, Mr. 
Justice Hall, Dr. A. G. Nichol, 
and Dr. Geo, H. Mathewson. 
He was the valedictorian of the 
Class in 1890. 

Today he is Emeritus Princi- 
pal and Lecturer iniNew Testa- 
ment Literature and Exegesis 
of the Presbyterian College. 
Speaking particularly to the 
freshmen in theology. Dr. 
Fraser drew some advice from 
his half-century of university 
experience. He urged the 
students to maintain the prin- 
ciples of democracy, in parti- 
cular, to use the extensive 
powers of self-government 
which they enjoyed as students 
in a democratic college. Every 
student, he' maintained, should 
participate in the social life of 
the university, availing himself 
of the opportunities for contact 
with membeirs of other faculties 
in the various campus organi- 
zations. This activity should be 
combined with a zeal, for the 
good reputation of their college 
and a desire to make its 
presence felt in the life of the 
university. 

Dr. Fraser was congratulated 
upon his reaching the fiftieth 
anniversary of his freshman 
year at McGill by Principal F. 
Scott MacKenzie and the other 
members of the faculty.

(The Associated Press stated the 
resolution virtually would give Pre- 
mier Mussolini of Italy the alterna- 
tive of calling his troops home from 
Spain or seeing the French fron- 
tier thrown open to arms and men 
for the Spanish Government.

BY CIGARETTE SALE 



Patronage of McGill Cigar- 
ettes Can Bring Constructïbh 
of Building Closer 



li/JANY freshmen coming to Mc- 
*'* Gill for the first time ask to be 
shown the way to the Gymnasium. 
It is perhaps rather a blow to them 
to be told that we have none. But 
such is the bitter truth. 

For some time now there has 
been a campaign under way to col- 
lect enough money to build the 
much-needed structure. But so far, 
in spite of a few very generous 
donations, enough money has not 
been collected. However, even in 
the face of this somewhat gloomy 
prospect there is one way in which 
every McGill man— graduate, un- 
dergraduate or even Freshman can 
help the Gymnasium cause and that 
is by smoking McGill Cigarettes. 
Every thousand sold bring in half 
a dollar to the gym fund. This may 
not sound like a great deal at first 
but it mounts up when it is looked 
at from the long-term point of 
view. Last year over six billion 
cigarettes were smoked in Canada. 
Considering the' population of Can- 
ada to be approximately ten mil- 
lion, this mean that every man, 
woman and child in the country 
smoked two cigarettes a day. Now 
consider a group of people such as 
McGill graduates and' undergrads. 
It is.safe to assume that, they smoke 
on the average of ten' cigarettes a 
day. Suppose that ten thousand of 
them live in' the Montreal area. 
They will smoke a hundred thou- 
sand cigarettes a day and this 
would mean a daily contribution of 
■fifty dollars to the gym fund or 
fifteen hundred a month. 

Such a matter is worth thinking 
about. If the gym fund could be 
enriched to this extent every month 
we would' soon have our new build- 
ing. •
